To the north of this region in the 
vicinity of Armentieres, Souchez and 
Neuville-St. Vaast and southwest of 
Neuvechapelle, the Germans threw for- 
ward raiding parties, but all of these 
met with repulse, according to London, 
except in the last named sector, where 
the Germans reached the 
trenches and made prisoner some of the 
occupants. 

Mlsewhere on the line in France there 
have been only artillery engagements, 
which were especially severe in Cham- 
pagne on the sectors of Maisons-de- 
Champagne and Massiges and at va- 
rious points on both sides of the Meuse 
in the region of Veldun. 


SHARP FIGHTING. 
ON GALICIAN FRONT. 


Considerable fighting has again 
broken out in Galicia and in Macedo- 
nia between Lakes Ochrida and Pres- 
ba, according to the German war of- 
fice. In the former region north of 
the ZAlochoff-Tarnapol railway, the 
Germans in a raid on Russian positions 
captured 323 Russians and thirteen of 
their machine guns, and near Brzezany 
and along the Narayuvka river also 
made gains and took more than 250 
prisoners. 

In Macedonia the French essaved an 
attack between Lake Ochrida and Lake 
Presba, but were repulsed, says Ber- 
lin. 

In the Austro-Italian theater the ar- 
tillery of both sides continues to carry 
out bombardments against opposing 
positions and raiding parties are still 
active. 

GERMANS ABANDON 
STRONG POSITIONS. 


London, March i4.—Correspondents 
with the British headquarters in 
Krance, telegraphing Tuesday evening 
coneerning the occupation by the Brit- 
ish of Loupart wood and Grevillers, 
describe the positions abandoned by 
the Germans as having seemed capable 
of defense until the garrison was driven 
out by an attack. It would seem, how- 
ever. that the capture of Irles_ ren- 
dered the positions untenable and that 
the terrible concentrations of the Brit- 
ish gunfire apparently caused the Ger- 
mans to decide to withdraw before 
their troops were annihilated. 

All the dispatches speak of important 
activities that are continuing. The 
Rritish advanced troops are said to 
be hard upon the heels of the Germans 
and more than keeping pace with their 
retreat. 

The writers evidently are expecting 
speedy occupation by the British

German Naval Attache Not in 
Philadelphia—Boy-Ed in 
Berlin February 11. 


Philadelphia, March 13.—Stories pub- 
lished here today that Captain Karl 
Boy-Ed, former naval attache at the 
German embassy at Washington, was 
in this city as recently as a week ago, 
and linking his name with the alleged 
smuggling plot involving the two in- 
terned German commerce raiders at 
the Philadelphia navy yard, were de- 
clared tonight to be without foundation 
Frank Garbarino, head of the lo- 
cal bureau of investigation of the. fed- 
eral department of justice. 

Agents of the department of ‘justice 
were given as authority for the sto- 
ries, which were that Captain Boy-Ed 
come here presumably to visit a 
woman prominent in social cir- 
in Philadelphia and Washington, 
to whom he had been reported engaged 
prior to his oe tent from this coun- 
try in December, 191 

Garbarino denied that either he or 
his assistants had given out such in- 
formation, either privately or for pub- 
lication. “The stories are ridiculous 
on their face,’ declared Garbarina. 

Captain Boy-Ed with Captain von 
Papen, was dismissed from the coun- 
try by President Wilson in December, 
1915, for alleged conspiracy. 

Captain Boy-Ed’s name was coupled 
in the stories published with that of 
Adelbert K. Fischer, said to be a rel- 
ative of the emperor through a mor- 
ganatic marriage, a reserve officer of 


the German navy, and president of the

Berlin, March 13.—-(Via London, 
March 14.)—A special train from Copen- 
hagen carrying Count von Bernstorff 
and Countess von Bernstorff and the 
embassy and consular corps from “ae 
United States, arrived in Berlin at 8:30 
tonight. 

Count von Bernstorff met represen- 
tatives of the foreign office and nu- 
merous personal friends, among them 
Dr. Bernhard Dernburg and Captain 
Karl Boy-Ed, former naval attache in 
Washington. 

Tearful welcomes marked the home- 
coming of the party. 

Count von Bernstorff refused to make 
any statement before reporting to 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg and 
Foreign Secretary Zimmermann. It 
was generally remarked at the station 
that the returning ambassador has 
aged considerably ‘since his last visit 
here, 


London, March 13.—The Hamburger 
Fremdenblatt, according to Reuter’s 
Amsterdam correspondent, prints an in- 
terview its representative had at Co- 
penhagen, in which Count von Bern- 
storff, former German ambassador to 
the United States, expressed proud joy 
at the way the German people are 
bearing with their heads held high the 
results of the breach in relations with | 
America which he (Bernstorff) so long 
prevented. 

Count von Bernstorff is quoted as 
saying that he was keenly affected by 
the news which he received for the 
first time at Christiania that instruc- 
tions which had passed through his 
hands to the German minister in Mexico 
had come to the knowledge of the 
American government.

Detective Exonerated.

CUNDEMNED BY MAYORS 


Savannah, Ga., March 13.—(Special.) 
Mayors, representing the Gulf and South 
Atlantic states here today attend- 
ing the second annual convention, con- 
demned indiscriminate transportation 
of paupers from one city to another, 
and resolutions urging uniform: ordi- 
nances to stop the evil will be intro- 
duced at Wednesday's session. Mayor 
Bridges Smith, of Macon, told the con- 
vention his city was robbed of thou- 
sands of dollars before an ordinance 
regulating this service was adopted. 

It is regarded as likely the South- 
eastern Passenger association will be 
asked to discontinue fssuance of two- 
cent per mile pauper rate except in 
cases where request comes direct from 
city officials. Homer W. Borst, secre- 
tary of the Associated Charities, Jack- 
sonville, urged uniformity of laws to 
take care of paupers in every city in 
the United States. Mayor J. E. T. 
Bowden, of Jacksonville, is presiding. 

T. lL. Kirkpatrick, mayor of Char- 
lotte, N. C., characterized Henry W. 
Grady as Georgia’s greatest gift to the 
south. Mayor Kigkpatrick responded 
to the address. ef welcome by Mayor 
W. J. Pierpont, of Savannah. Charlotte's 
chief executive created a furor when 
he declared that the future rehabilita- 
tion of the south depends entirely upon 
the moral courage of the men into 
whose hands the people intrust the 
building of cities. 

In his address to the delegates, May- 
or Pierpont declared that he hoped 
the convention would discuss such leg- 
fslation ag will bring about co-opera- 
tion between the various cities of the 
south to prevent the sending of paupers 
from one city to another.

For a two-line haul Mr. Moore's scale 
provides a differential, beginning at a 
maximum of 8 cents to be added to the 
charge for the one-line haul, except in 
cases where the present combination, 
less 10 per cent, would be less, thus 


for the two-line haul and the present 
combination remain effective. 

The proposed scale of Mr. Moore fur- 
ther provides that in cases where a 
haul is made over two or more lines, 
the control of which is vested in an- 
other railroad, though these roads be 
under separate management, the haul 
be considered a one-line haul. 

Thus a haul over the Atlantic Coast 
Line, the Louisville and Nashville, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
the Western and Atlantic, the Georgia 
railroad and the Atlanta and West 
Point, all of which lines are controlled 
by the same holding concern, would 
be considered a one-line haul. 

Under this cross-examination, Mr. 
Moore admitted that the extent of his 
study of the hundreds of exhibits 
submitted by the carriers consisted of 
the reading of not more than four ex- 
hibits and that he had not read more 
than a dozen pages of the thousands of 
pages of testimony placed in record 
during the presenting of the petition 
by the carriers. 

Chairman C. M. Candler, of the com- 
mission, desired to know of Mr. Moore 
whether, should the commission adopt 
the scale proposed based on the aver- 
age of the rates of Virginia and the 
Carolinas, the Georgia ocoommission 
would not become the “rubber stamp” 
to which Mr. Moore had objected in 
connection with the proposal of the 
carriers to substitute southern classifi- 
cation for Georgia classification. 
Morning Session. 


At the Monday afternoon session Mr. 
Moore had submitted exhibits showing 
increases in rates that had been incur- 
red through changes in southern clas- 
sification since 1897, and Tuesday 
submitted a supplementary exhibit. 
Mr. Moore claimed that if southern 
classification were adopted by Georgia 
changes producing a _ similar’ effect 
might happen in the future, then af- 
fecting Georgia intrastate rates. Mr. 
Moore stated that the exhibits did not 
purpose to show any of the changes 
asked in rates by the carriers. 

The 1916 adjustment, he said, brought 
about an increase in rates to the ma- 
jor portion of the aggregate population 
in towns on the sever railroad lines 
in Georgia and reductions tothe minor- 
ity population, the population thus con- 
sidered totalling something over 700,000 
people, the rates thus being raised to 
the larger cities, while the smaller 
towns were given the benefit of re- 
duced rates. Upon cross-examination 
by Mr. Callaway, it was admitted that 
the remainder of the some 3,000,000 pop- 
ulation of the state, which would also be 
affected by the changes in the rates, 
lived in the country and would, there- 
fore, Mr. Callaway contended, get the 
benefit of the reduced rates to the 
smaller towns. 

In discussing the long and short hau] 
principle, Mr. Moore took the posi- 
tion that the carriers are proposing to 
eliminate violations of the long and 
short haul principle by taking the high- 
est violative rate to an intermediate 
point and raise the rates to other in- 
ile Naaaaia and terminal points to that 
evel. 

Mr. Callaway cited the petition of the 
carrier to show that for distances 
beyond 130 miles there would be re- 
ductions to intermediates, though there 
would be advances to intermediate 
points within 130 miles.

BIG TIMBER HOLDINGS 


Property of Milltown Co. Pur- 
chased—May Mean Big Rail- 
road Development. 


Tifton, Ga., March 18-—(ASpecial.)— 
It became known today that last Sat- 
urday witnessed the largest lumber 
deal recorded in this section of the 
state in many months, when the Hen- 


derson Lumber company, with offices 
‘in Ocilla and Willacoochee, acquired 
‘the big timber holdings and mills of 

the Milltown Lumber company, of Mill- 
‘town, the consideration being $180,000. 
|The deal was engineered by J. A. J. 
Henderson, of the Henderson Lumber 
company and the property purchased 
from the Barney & Smith Car com- 
pany, of Dayton, Ohio, Owners of the 
Milltown plant.

The Milltown sawmills were built by 
the Grass Manufacturing company some 
thirteen years ago and later sold, to- 
gether with the big timber holdings, 
to the Barney & Smith Car company, 
all of which now pwsses to the Hen- 
derson people. Included in the deal 
are the sawmills, planing mills, timber 
bony tram roads, and ten miles of track

THAW DECLARED LUNATIC 


BY PHILADELPHIA COURT 


Judgment Will ‘Prevent the 
Extradition of Thaw to 
New York. 


Philadelphia, March 13.—Harry K. 
Thaw was tuday adjudged a lunatic by 
the common pleas court of this city, 
and under the law cannot be taken 
New York on requisition to stand trial 
on charges of assaulting a Kansas Cily 
high school boy. ‘thaw will be Kept 
in St. Mary’s hospital here pending his 
removal to a Pennsylvania asylum, 

The court's action was based on the 
report presented today by a lunacy 
commission which yesterday took the 
lestimony of Thaw and his mother. 

James Gay Gordon, counsel for Mrs. 
Thaw, on wnose behalf the lunacy com- 
mission Was begun, made this state- 
ment: 

“The inquisition which met yester- 
day and heard the case of Harry kh. 
‘lhaw, adjudged him to be a lunatic 
and the finding was today filed in the 
court of common pleas. 

“Judge Martin made the usual appro- 
priate order touching his person and 
estate. Thaw is now in the custody of 
the govereignty of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, represented by its court of chan- 
cery and under the control and protec- 
tion of the court and laws of the com- 
monwealth. This necessarily settles 
the question of his extradition and 
rings down the curtain on that pro- 
ceeaing. Mrs. Thaw and her family all 
desire if possible that the matter may 
be dropped for public’ exploitation. 
TMRw- is now safe from harm to him- 
self and others, and the court will hold 
control and guard him. Anything with 
respect to him hereafter can only be 
done with the sanction of the court,” 

J. Denniston Lyon, a banker, and Dr.

BRITISH ARTILLERY 
FORCED GERMANS 
TO BEGIN RETREAT 


London, March 13.—The further re- 
tirement of the Germans on a front of 
between 4,000 and 5,000 yards to an un- 
Known depth is reported by a Reuter 
dispatch from the British front in 
France. 

The movement was still in progress 


when the dispatch was sent. 

The British have gone right through 
strong German positions in Loupart 
wood and seized the village of Grevil- 
lers (west of Bapaume). The retire- 
ment followed a heavy British bom- 
bardment, and was made under cover of 
hazy weather: 

The official report from British head- 
quarters in France announces the aban- 
donment by the Germans of their main 
defensive system west of Bapaume on 
a front of three and one-half miles. 
The British troops drove back the Ger- 
man rear guard to a depth of a mile 
and occupied Grevillers and Loupart 
«ood. 

The text of the report reads: 

“In consequence of our bombardment 
of his positions yesterday the enemy 
abandoned his main defensive system 
along the forward crest of the *%idge 
west of Bapaume on a front of three 
and one-half miles. 

“During the day our advancing troops 
have driven back the enemy’s rear 
guard in this this area for a depth of 
a mile and have occupied the village of 
Grevillers and Loupart Wood. 

“We have also made further progress 
east and northeast of Gommecourt. on 
a front of about a mile. 

“Hostile raids were repulsed during 

the night in the neighborhood of Neu- 
ville-St. Vaast, Souchez and Armen- 
tieres. In each case the enemy failed 
to reach our trenches. Another hos- 
tile raiding party succeeded in reach- 
ing our trenches southwest of Neuve 
Chapelle. A few of our men are miss- 
ing. 
“Our artillery carried out an effec- 
tive bombardment of the enemy’s po- 
sitions in the Somme and east of Neu- 
Ville-St. Vaast.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, March 13.—Several attacks 
were made by the Germans last night 
and all were repulsed, the war office 
announced today. 

A strong German detachment which 
attempted to advance on the Coury 
road was checked. Another futile at- 
tempt was made near Beaulne-Et- 
Chivy. Two German attacks, on Hill 
185 and on Louvemont work, on the 
Verdun front, were countered easily. 
The French took 150 prisoners yester- 
day.

ghe Statement foliuows: 

“Between the Avre and the Aisne 
French detachments late yesterday 
made three surprise attacks on Ger- 
man trenches. ‘hey blew them up, and 
took prisoners. The Germans bom- 
barded Soissons during the night. On 
the Coury road a strong enemy detach- 
ment attempted to approach our lines. 
lt was repuised. KFurtnermore, another 
German attempt in the region of Beaul- 
ne-et-Chivy was broken up by our fire. 

“The artillery fighting was rather 
lively in the sector ot fLroyon. West 
of Maisons de Champagne the Germans 
yesterday evening made a violent coun- 
ter attack on Hiil 185. Our curtain of 
fire and machine guns checked the at- 
tackers promptly. We maintained all 
our positions. 

“Elsewhere the night was calm, being 
marked only by artillery fighting. The 
number of prisoners taken by us yes- 
terday reached 150, including three of- 
ficers. On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) a surprise attack un- 
dertaken by the enemy against our 
works in the region of Louvemont was 
repulsed easily by grenades.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“In Champagne the enemy artillery, 
energetically counter shelled by _ us, 
bombargded the sectors of Maisons de 
Champagne and Massiges. In the course 
of the day the Germans made un- 
successful attempts with grenades 
against Hill 185, which we continue to

The statement reads: 

“Western Front: South of Arras, 
British detachments after artillery 
preparation during the day, advanced 
on a wide front near Beauraina.

“On the Ancre and between Avre and 
the Oise, west of Soissons, in the Cham- 
pagne, and on both banks of the Meuse 
the fighting activity was violent. North 
of the Avre French companies advanced 
against our positions. They were forced 
back by our fire before the barricade. 

“South of Ripont (Champagne), the 
French, after drum fire, once more at- 
tacked our pesitions. The much-dis- 
puted height 185 was maintained 
through a tenacious resistance against 
numerically superior forces.

Blessing of Land Ownership Called 
To Attention of Georgia Young Men 


Idle hours, young men and land owner- 
ship are three elements which were linked 
together as one subject, upon which a small 
group of Atlanta business and professional 
men spent an hour or more in discussion in 
a downtown lunch room a few days ago. 

Seated round the table were a lawyer, @ 
couple of merchants, two rival real estate 
men and a physician. Georgia’s needs and 
Georgia's shortcomings in general were un- 
der casual, gzood-humored, happy discussion 
in optimistic vein, when the lawyer said: 

“Gentlemen, with the large number of 
packing houses that are being erected 
throughout our state and the scarcity of 
provisions, the scarcity of all commodities, 
and the vast tracts of land that is unculti-- 
vated and that is ready and willing to re- 
spond to the tickling of the plow, it strikes 
me as being most unfortunate that so many 
of our young men are letting the days and 
the weeks slip by without accumulating an 
equity in land. 

“Look at the great number of young men 
in Atlanta, Georgia and Fulton county and 
throughout the state of Georgia,” he went on 
to say, “who are wasting valuable time. Now, 


if these wasteful hours that are consumed | 


and wasted—never to return—were put in 
the rardens of the homes, what results and 
blessings it would bring those who would 
use their hours in this respect. They would 
not only receive the benefits of recreation, 
but land will produce results.” 

All Voice Approval. 

To all of which every man at the table 
sald, in substance, “Amen,” and they all 
agreed then and there to bring to the atten- 
tion of every young Georgian possible to 
reach, the fact that time’ that is wasted sim- 
ply means the slipping by of golden moments 
never to be recalled. 

During the while, too, men of alien nativ- 
‘itv are making the most of their opportuni- 
ties here, acquiring land year by year and 
laying the foundation for fortunes. 

“We must bring our youtl*’s attention to 
the land,” they agreed, ‘‘and the great bless- 
ing of land ownership; and land ownership 
is within the reach of every young man who 
is physically and mentally capable of making 
a living.” 

One of the members of the party illus- 
trated what can be done by a wage or salary 
earner toward acquiring land, by citing the 
case Of a man who owns a little farm a short 
distance from College Park, and who is em- 
ployed by the Gullatt Gin company, in At- 
lanta. 

“This ‘city farmer,” sald he, “has, while 
attending to his duties for his employer, paid 
for and reclaimed a tract of 50 acres of land, 
and by using lots of common sense and heavy 
fertilizer, he has one of the most up-to-date

THE MOISTURE IN THE AIR. 


A reference to the abnormal! and injurious 
dryness of the air of overheated apartments 
has brought in a deluge of letters from read- 
ers who want to know. 

For one thing, we suggested potted plants 
in the living rooms, and specified porous, un- 
glazed pots. From the home of an expert 
meteorologist comes a mild protest that the 
quantity of moisture evaporated from flower 
pots is so small that it is difficult to see 
how that can improve humidity. It isn't 
merely evaporation from the surface of the 


‘pots. ' The plants themselves give off large 


amounts of moisture to the air. A window 
‘ull of plants is quite a little forest. A man 
gives off about four pounds of watery vapor 
from skin and lungs each twenty-four hours. 
A small tree gives off an enormous quantity 
of molsture each day, and even household 
plants give off considerable quantities. 
Another reader measures the percentage 
of moisture by means of the sling psychrome- 
ter employed by United States government 
weather observers. He finds that he can 
keep the humdiity 
evaporating large amounts of water from 
pans, but when it rises above 40 the windows 
become steamed over and the wife shuts the 


blamed apparatus off. From 50 to 70 per 
cent is the proper humidity, as a rule. This 


gentleman fails to speak of the temperature. 
If the temperature goes high the air is likely 
to be dried out excessively. If che tempera- 
ture is kept between 64 and 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit the moisture will generally be 
about right. It doesn’t matter what the 
means of heating is. 

Between 64 and 68 degrees 
is a sort of neutral zone in which the humid- 
itv of the air has little or no effect upon 
persons sitting in the room. This is the 
ideal temperature to maintain—and experi- 
ence has abundantly demonstrated that 
babies, children, young, middle aged and 
elderly people are all alike most comfortable 
at this temperature. Sixty-six Fahrenheit 
may be taken as the ideal temperature of a 
perfect autumn day—-and who will find fault 
with such a day in this ideal country of 
ours? 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 

A Frequent Vicious Circle. 

I havebeen following your suggestions 
for the relief of constipation, but do not 
obtain satisfactory results. I have been trou- 
bled with protruding piles for ten years. 
The latter condition grows worse all the 
time. I have never obtained any benefit 
from pile cures. Would it help my consti- 
pation if I were to have the piles operated 
on? You stated ,that piles cause constipa-

Answer—Your piles should be operated 
on. Constipation aggravates piles which are 
already present, and most cathartic of vege- 
table or herb origin cause piles if used over 
a considerable period, due to the pelvic con- 
gestion produced by the aloes and other 
cheap crude ingredients. The muscle spasm 
of the sphincter or control muscle, increased 
by the pile condition, and increased by fear 
ef pain, aggravates constipation. So you 
have a vicious circle. Break the circle by 
taking a little ether and having the piles 
cured in the only certain way. Of course, 
no local er internal remedy can cure piles— 
which are varicose veins.

“Now, what this man has done, why can't 
other young men, who are no better off than 
he is, do? Unless our young men—native 
Georgians—realize the importance of owning 
land, the people who are not Georgians, but 
‘foreigners,’ will acquire and get a hold of 
our best land, and in years to come our na- 
tive young men will regret that they have 
lost something that they can never recover. 

“The greatest men of our times, all the 
great thinkers, realize that land is the foun- 
dation upon which this country must stand or 
fall. 

“Now, take the negro race. In ten years 
the value of farm property owned by negroes 
increased from $177,404,688 to $492,892,218— 
or 177 per cent. Now, is it possible that the 
negroes are buying land in such quantities 
and improving it, to show these results can 
be obtained, when otr own sons and the sons 
of Georgia are lacking in foresight?” 


Georgla’s Advantages. 


He said further, and all agreed with him, 
that “another thing to which we ought to call 
the attention of our young men is this: 

“God in His wisdom has blessed Georgia 
as no other state in the’ Union ig blessed. We 
do not have to feed our stock for eight or 
nine months in the year. We do not have to 
haul water for miles and miles, and our lands 
do not have to be irrigated. 

“Take the northern and western farmer; 
look at the adversities! They are compelled 
to feed their stock seven to nine months in 
the year, while here we are blessed with ev- 
erything that man requires, and the only 
thing lacking is to get the people aroused to 
the fact that we have the greatest country in 
the world—the cheapest land, the most pro- 
ductive land. 

“T have found, from poth personal experi- 
ence and traveling through the northwest, 
there is a great prejudice existing in the 
minds of a great many good, substantial 
farmers against Georgia. A farmer in Min- 
nesota or Wisconsin or any northwestern 
state thinks that if he is not a millionaire 
there is no use to come to Georgia, for with 
ten or twelve thousand dollars he is afraid 
that he will be classed as ‘white trash.’ 

“Now, this is an erroneous idea. It is an 
idea that is born of misinformation. Let us 
take hold of this matter, gentlemen, and see 
if we cannot induce our young men to put 
their savings in land while they are young 
and while there is opportunity.” 

And thus the little chance meeting ad- 
journed, each man self-appointed a committee 
of one to spread the gospel of land owner- 
ship among the young men especially.

“There are the problems of business. We 
have gathered here some of the (best busi- 
ness men of the south, yet there is not one 
who feels entirely settled in regard to busi- 
ness matters. We cannot tell just what to 
buy, and just how to sell. 

“We are recasting our politics today, and 
there is not a political party that, within 
twelve months from today, will advocate 
what it advocates now. 

Will Rewrite Theology. 

“The same is true in regard to religion,” 
said he. “Our religious problems are the 
greatest of all. The world will rewrite its 
theology within a few years, and revert to 
the theology of our fathers. We are seeing 
the fallacy of much of the teaching that has 
interested us for many years. I ‘believe thor- 
oughly that for the church of Christ the 
greatest problem next to salvation itself is 
the problem of induing the Holy Spirit in 
those who profess Christianity.” 

Dr. Broughton said that the ‘word for 
power and dynamite was in origin the same, 
and that the gospel itself was without 
power until it had the dynamite of the Holy 
Spirit.

MEN IN ATLANTA ON 
LOOKOUT FOR SPIES

ous government secret service men in Atlanta 
recently came orders Tuesday from William J.

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URDERS PREPARED 
FOR ARMED SHIPS 


Instructions Will Be Sent 
to Navy Guards to Be 
Placed on American Mer- 
chant Vessels. 


Washington, March 12.—Complete 
and definite instructions to the “arm- 
ed guards” to be placed aboard Amer- 
ican merchant craft bound through 
the German submarine zones have been 
completed by the navy department and 
approved by Secretary Lansing. They 
will be forwarded to the navy person- 
nel aboard the merchant craft when- 
ever the ships are ready to sail. 

The nature of the instructions will 
not be made public. They were care- 
fully prepared by navy officials and 
then submitted to Secretary Lansing, 
at whose suggestion some amendments 
were made. 


It is planned broadcast the 


orders wenerally through the naval 
Service, but to furnish the officer in 
command of the armed guard on each 
ship with a copy when his vessel is 
ready to sail. The navy department 
is making every effort to suppress all 
information regarding armed = ships 
Buch as sailing dates, the equipment 
put aboard by the navy, the personnel 
Supplied to handle the guns or any- 
thing that might be of the slightest 
Value to an enemy. It was said offi- 
clally, however, that no conflict of 
jurisdiction between the ship master 
and the gun crews would arise. 

American diplomats at home 
an opportunity to return to posts in 
Europe will travel on armed American 
liners.

IM SMITH CASE. 
BACK TO OGLETHORPE 


The supreme court of Georgia Tues- 
day handed down an opinion, holding 
that Judge J. B. Jones, of the north- 
eastern circuit, was without authority 
in assuming jurisdiction over the “Jim” 
Smith estate case in Habersham supe- 
rior court, and thus throws the case 
back in the court of the ordinary of 
Oglethorpe county, in which was the 
residence of the late James M. Smith, 
who died intestate, leaving an estate 
Valued variously at from one to sever- 
al million dollars. 

The case in the supreme court has 
handed down this decision is an ap- 
peal from Habersham superior court, 
where J. T. Dalton, Logan Perkins and 
Amanda Massey, of Habersham coun- 
ty, had brought equity proceedings 
against W. FE. Meadow, Henry K. Smith, 
ma. @. asta and others, enjoining 
them as temporary administrators of 
the estate, appointed by the ordinary 
of Oglethorpe county. 

The United States supreme court, 
upon appeal from the federal circuit 
court of appeals, recently reversed 
Judge Emory Speer and declared the 
federal court without jurisdiction. 

These two decisions place the case 
where it was in the beginning—that is, 
in the court of ordinary of Oglethorpe 
county, whence it may be appealed to 
the superior court of Oglethorpe and 
then to the supreme court of Georgia.

COAST-T0-COAST RATES 
70 BE REVOLUTIONIZED 


Washington, March 13.—The inter- 
state commerce commission has placed 
before the transcontinental railways 
tentative findings in the inter-moune- 
tain rates proposing realignment of 
Virtually the entire structure of freight 


rates between the east and west on eVv- 
ery commodity. 


The railroads are given 
April 2 to enter any objections. 

The time has come, the commission 
holds, for abolition of low preferential 
rates from eastern producing centers to 
Pacific ports. These rates, put into ef- 
fect to meet the coast-to-coast water 
competition, have been in force for 
vears, and under them San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Seattle and other coast 
cities have enjoyed rates far lower than 
those from the same eastern cities to 
intermediate points. 

Hereafter, should the commission’s 
findings be made permanent, interme- 
diate points will be given rates from 
eastern centers as low as rates to the 
coast, if not lower. From other centers 
in the middle west and along the Mis- 
souri river the rates to intermediate 
points, such as Reno, Salt Lake City 
and other inland cities, would be less 
than the rate to the coast. 

Under the commission’s proposal, this 
result could be attained in two ways: 
First, by increasing through rates from 
the east to Pacifie ports on a number of 
articles on which the present rate is 
found to be unreasonably low; and, sec- 
ond, by realigning rates to intermediate 
points on many articles on which the 
present through rate is found to be 
reasonable. 

In either event, adoption of the ten- 
tative findings would result in a sweep- 
ing revision of tariffs from the east, 
the middle west and Missouri river 
points to towns and cities in Arizona, 
New Mexico, Nevada, Utah, Wyoming, 
Idaho, Colorado and Montana and to all 
towns and cities in California, Oregon 
and Washington except on certain com- 
modities to port cities in the three 
states last named. 

Although not directly stated in the 
commission's findings, the European 
war is the direct cause of the pro- 
posed change, inasmuch as it has re- 
sulted in the virtual cessation of 
coast-to-coast water traffic, leaving 
the transcontinental roads 
competition.

Wilh AMERICAN ABOARD 


Seven Persons Perished, But 
Dr. W. J. Core, of Nash-

ALBANY POWER COMPANY 
ASKS FOR HIGHER RATES 


Albany, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)— 
Application is being made to the rail- 
road commission of Georgia by the Al- 
bany Power and Manufacturing com- 
pany for permission to increase the 
rates for power now being paid by lo- 
cal manufacturing concerns. It is set 
forth in the company’s petition that 
the cost of producing electric power 
has greatly increased since the hydro- 
electric plant near Albany was built, 
the increasing business having mada 
it necessary to erect an auxiliary 
steam pliant which is operated at a 
cost greatly above that attached to 
the operation of the water power plant. 

The increased rates, if granted, will 
not affect the city of Albany or users 
of electric lights in the city. The 
city has a contract with the power 
company to deliver power at a stipu- 
lated rate, and this contract still has 
several years to run. The increases 
to small manufacturing concerns would 
be small, though the larger plants 
would have to pay a good deal more 
for their power. 

The Albany Power and Manufactur- 
ing company has lines running to sev- 
eral nearby towns, where it delivers 
a good deal of power for street light- 
ing and other purposes.

Fort Valley, Ga., March 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. J. R. Kinney, divisional di- 
rector in this district in the raising of 
$500,000 to wipe out the indebtedness 
of the Baptist institutions in the state, 
gives a most encouraging account of 
the progress that is being made.

Railway shares yielded one to two 
points on the moderate offerings of 
this morning, with as much and occa- 
sionally a little more for other active 
stocks, including leading industrials, 
at ti metals and the usual spe- 
Claities., 

Later, when dealings dwindled to in- 
Significant proportions prices made 
gradual but very complete recoveries, 
including a few noteworthy gains, due 
mainly to short covering. Not a few 
traders acted upon a time-worn proverb 
of the street that it is most often haz- 
ardous to “sell” a market on strike de- 


velopments. 

As usual, United States Steel, which 
closed at a slight fractional advance, 
furnished a very large proportion of 
the day’s business, with coppers, ship- 
ping, Central Leather and a few other 
war and semi-war specialties. Reading 
was the only active stock in the rail- 
way division and utilities were less con- 
Spicuous than usual. Sales amounted to 
520,000 shares, 

General news had little direct bhear- 
ing upon the market, the offering of 
'New York city bonds attracting little 
latte ntion. The average of bids was re- 
| garded as only fair in view of the pres- 
ent ease of money. 

Dullness was the most pronounced 
characteristic of the market for foreign 
exchange, another’ reversal in Italian 
remittances having its basis on senti- 
mental rather than actual grounds. In- 
timations of an early announcement of 
a new French loan lacked confirma- 
tion in authoritative quarters.

German ship. It is believed that Berg 
was in constant touch with his own 
government and furnished it informa- 
tion of value, There is evidence that 
he was familiar with the English code. 

The messages sent by Berg Decem- 
ber 8 gave details of affairs affecting 
Germany being considered by congress | 
and President Wilson.

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BIER FIGHT COMING 
ON COLOMBIA TREATY 


Convention Has Been Modi- 
fied, But Many Senators 
Are Still Hostile. 


Washington, March 13.—Modifications 
in the Colombian treaty were agreed 
upon today by the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee in an effort to meet 
republican objections, and tomorrow 
Chairman Stone will lay the new draft 
before the senate, with a view to press- 
ing for ratification before the end of 
the present extra session. Republican 
leaders, still hostile in spite of the 
changes, said tonight there would be no 
filibuster to prevent action, but that 
more than thirty senators were pledged 
lo vote against the treaty. 

As amended, the expression of regret 
that anything should nave occurred to 
mar the friendly relations between the 
iwo countries would be made in the 
treaty by both the United States and 
Colonrbia, instead of by the United 
States only, as in the original draft, 
and «he amount to be paid Colombia for 
the separation of Panama is restored 
to $25,000,000. Last year the senate 
committee cut the sum to $15,000,000. 
in addition the committee today recom- 
mended an accompanying resolution 
proposed by Senator Knox, which would 
declare thaa the United States must not 
be understood to be apologizing and 
that there is nothing to apologize for. 

Senator Knox, who as secretary of 
state under Taft, negotiated a conven- 
tion with Colombia on the same sub- 
ject, voted in the committee today te 
approve the present treaty after he had 
with the support of the democrats se- 
cured approval of the proposed resolu- 
tion. 

Senator Lodge, ranking republican 
member of the committee, issued a 
statement tonight condemning the trea- 
tv and declaring that even if he fa- 
vored it he would not support it at this 
time, because he was not willing to 
have the country blackmailed.
